This study, gathering together existing evidence, argues that appro- 
priate policies for making health, education, and jobs more broadly 
available to lower income groups in poor countries contribute signifi- 
cantly toward the motivation for smaller families that is the pre- 
requisite of a major reduction in birth rates. It argues that combining 
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policies that give special attention to imrpoving the well-being of the 
poor majority of the population with large-scale, well-executed family 
planning programmes should make it possible to stabilize population 
in developing countries much faster than reliance on either approach 
alone.
